al, wait craned. One hundred prisoners have been taken. Gen- 
eral Byng'B army and some Canadians participated in tjie drive. 
By nip* o'cloflt remarkable progress had been made. At 7:55 
the British advanced dn Bourlon Spur (4 miles directly west of 
Champaigne). Tanks had reached FJesqujeres (5 miles south- 
w«rt Of Cfcamjmigfle).

The scope of the Allied victories in the Balkans and Pales- 


tine was gaining hourly. The offensive is so crushing that Czar 
Ferdinand's country was reported today to have offered an armis- 
tice. For several days it has been reported that Bulgaria was on 
the verge of a revolution. Bulgarian territory was rapidly being 
overrun by the British and Greek troops. Veles was unofficially 
reported captured and the important center of Uskub was in dan- 
ger of occupation. Portions of the Bulgarian army are complete- 
ly isolated in southern Serbia, southwestern Bulgaria and north- 
eastern Greece. 


Latest reports from Palestine indicated that one Turkish 


army was still apparently facing annihilation east of the Jordan. 
Allied forces in Siberia and northern and southern Russia were 
enlarging their success day by day. Only offensive operations on 
the Italian front and in Mesopotamia were necessary to bring 
every war zone in the world into action. Military experts have 
looked for renewed operations on these fronts for several weeks 
past.

morning had Just struck when the 
courier arrived at the Y. M. C. A. 
Headquarters In Paris. 


Already a knot of Red Triangle 
workers had wandered in. Every 
day may be Sunday bye and bye, 
but while this war lasts there will 
be no Sundays—not days of rest 
at any rate—In the work the "Y" ia 
doing in France. 
"I've Just come in from So and 
So," the courier reported, "and 
theire are two brigades of troops 
Just arriving there who've Been 
hoofing it for the past seven days. 
What's more, they haven't had a 
smoke or any other human com- 
fort for the last forty-eight hours. 
And there isn't cne of them that's 
been able to write home since he 
set foot in France. Who'll help me 
load a couple of trucks?" 


VOLUNTEERS HUSTLE. 


The volunteers were twelve. In 
an hour, by hustling (tyuMe time, 
three huge army trucks were loaded 
with cigars, cigarettes, pipe and 
chewing tobacco, chewing gum, 
chocolate, soda, pop and any other 
.commodities and comestibles the 
"Y" men could lay their hands on. 
The Red Triangle 
courier who 
brought in the news hadn't slept 
for forty-eight hours, but that didn't 
make 
any 
difference 
to him. 
"Hurry!" he 
urped. 
"They're 
pretty near all In, Uiose kids." 


They hurried, those Red Triangle 


men. 
The men driving the trucks 
kept one foot ou the gas all the 
way along the road. In addition to 
the trucks two touring cars were 
loaded with all the men and sup- 
plies they could carry. In less than 
two hours and a half the proces- 
sion of supply trucks End touring 
cars swooped down, tbe hill, to 
where the two brigades had at last 
ended their march. 


It was a quiet place, that small 
French town, when the Red Trian- 
gle relief train drove into It. There 
were only a handful of boys in 
khaki In sight. 
These merely 


gaped. They were fed up on army 
trucks. 
They had seen many in 
their experience of France. But as 
it happened these trucks were dif- 
ferent. 


There was suddenly a yell. It 
was a loud, emphatic yell, what's 
more. Tbe gaping onlookers had 
all at once divined the meaning of 
the symbol, the Red Triangle with 
Its 
lettering, stenciled 
on 
the 
trucks. 


"Hey, fellers. Hi; the T'!" 


VILLAGE WAKES UP. 


It was a sight to aee that town 


wnke up. There were yejls all over 
the place, and following the yells 
clouds of khaki-clad figures came 
tumbling out of the village houses, 
where they were billeted. 
The 


trucks rumbled on towards bri- 
gades' headquarters with a mob of 
shrieking, frantic; 'boys In khaki 
trailing behind. The mob grew. 


At headquarters r.hf "Y" man In 


chargft jumped from 'Jie truck and 
made his way inside. ,"May we 
open shop?" lie hurriedly demanded 
of 
the 
dust-stained, 
fagged-out 


adjutant. 
"Hell, yes; you bet you can!" 
was the answer, and the gang of 
"Y" workers went co it. 


One truck was sent on to the 


town adjoining, ono of the brigades 
being billeted there; but the second 
truck was immediately backed up 
to the curb in the village place. A 
young riot was the result. Those 
who could fight their way to the 
truck got a packet of cigarettes or 
a slab of smoking or chewing and 
fought their way out again. They 
did not wait to return to their 
billet for a smoke. The lucky in- 
dividuals plumped flown on the 
curb and lit oca right off tbe bat. 
Then, after two or three deep, soul- 
satisfying pulls at the cigarette, 
they plunged back into the mob for 
a package of chewing gum or a slab 
of eating chocolate. 
And while 


they shoved and Jabbed imd fought 
their way to the truck everybody 
cheered and cheered. 
It was for the "Y" they all 


cheered. Back home, In' the Ameri- 
can towns they had come from they 


had seen their families give money' 
to the "Y," and they had wondered 
what bectmo of that money. Now 
they saw. They weren't only 
cheering the "Y," though. 
Ther 
were cheering, too, if they didn't 
know it, their families and friend* 
who are the "Y's" backbone. 


An hour later the Red Triangle 
was firmly established in those two 
French towns. The Roman Catho- 
lic church in one of the towns gave 
the "Y" the use of an entire house 
it owned on the public square. In 
the other town the mayor gave the 
"Y" permission to opea where it ' 
woujd. 
That evening two Red 


Triangle canteens 
were in 
full 
blast. 


ON RED TRIANGLE PAPER 
The two towns were queer to see 
that Sunday. There were boys in 
khaki spread all over the place. 
Every boy had a cigarette tucked 
between his lips or he was chewing 
away at a jawful of gum, or nib- 
bling at a slab of "eating^' choco* 
late. 
And while he smoked or 


chewed or nibbled, about every one 
of those lads Was intently scrib- 
bling away on a sheet of note paper 
with a Red Triangle marked at the 
top. The paper was the note paper 
the "Y"- trucks had brought along; 
and for the first time since they 
had set foot in France, our boy» 
were writing home.

Veles was unofficially 
reported captured and the important center of Uskub was in dan- 
ger of occupation. Portions of the Bulgarian army are complete- 
ly isolated in southern Serbia, southwestern Bulgaria and north- 
eastern Greece. 


Latest reports from Palestine indicated that one Turkish 


army was still apparently facing annihilation east of the Jordan. 
Allied forces in Siberia and northern and southern Russia were 
enlarging their success day by day. Only offensive operations on 
the Italian front and in Mesopotamia were necessary to bring 
every war zone in the world into action.

America's greatest and shortest 
Jiberty loan campaign gets un- 
der way at midnight tonight. 
The people of the nation be- 
tween that hour and midnight 
Oct. 19 are expected to subscribe 
$6,000,000,000 to carry on the 
allied fight for liberty. 


Throughout the nation com- 


mittees of all kinds are set for 
the drive. Great celebrations 
will mark its opening, many of 
these starting at midnight to- 
night. 


The loan will bear 4 1-4 per 


:ent. interest and despite its im- 
mensity it is the conviction of 
government officials that it will 
be over-subscribed.

The 1st liberty loan opened 


May 15, 1917, closing a month 
ater. The issue was for S2,- 
000,000,000, the bonds hearing 3 
ser cent, interest, and running 
for 15 to SO years. The' bonds 
carried the conversion privilege, 
entitling the holder, if he chose, 
o convert them into bonds of a 
ater issue bearing a higher rate 
of interest. Four and a half 
million subscribers irom every 
section of the country, repre- 
senting every condition, race 
and class of citizens, subscribed 
for more than $3,000,000,000 of 
he bonds. 


The outstanding features of 


he 1st liberty loan were the 
promptness with which it was 
arranged and conducted, the 
patriotism of the newspapers, 
>anks, corporations,

ions and people generally in 
working for its success, and the 
leavy over-subscription of more 
han 50 per cent.

Already a knot of Red Triangle 
workers had wandered in. Every 
day may be Sunday bye and bye, 
but while this war lasts there will 
be no Sundays—not days of rest 
at any rate—In the work the "Y" ia 
doing in France. 
"I've Just come in from So and 
So," the courier reported, "and 
theire are two brigades of troops 
Just arriving there who've Been 
hoofing it for the past seven days. 
What's more, they haven't had a 
smoke or any other human com- 
fort for the last forty-eight hours. 
And there isn't cne of them that's 
been able to write home since he 
set foot in France. Who'll help me 
load a couple of trucks?" 


VOLUNTEERS HUSTLE. 


The volunteers were twelve. In 
an hour, by hustling (tyuMe time, 
three huge army trucks were loaded 
with cigars, cigarettes, pipe and 
chewing tobacco, chewing gum, 
chocolate, soda, pop and any other 
.commodities and comestibles the 
"Y" men could lay their hands on.

brought in the news hadn't slept 
for forty-eight hours, but that didn't
